’HEN M .mch-stor aspired to 
commercial and m anufactur­ 
ing greatness Liverpool a t­ 
tem pted to choke it w ith dis­ 
crim inating railroad rates. M anchester 
lies only an hour's ride from its older 
rival, but it cost ihore to ship freight to 
Liverpool than It did from Liverpool 
to New York. 
Threats, entreaty and 
influence were all in vain. The fate of 
M anchester depended on securing cheap 
communication w ith the ocean. Liver­ 
pool was relentless. M anchester declar­ 
ed th at she would c u t l e r way to the 
sea and become a nor! Livemool sm il­ 
ed. 
The citizens of M anchester form ­ 
ed a canal company, raised $40,000,000 
and began their titanic task. 
W hen 
this am ount w as exhausted they bur­ 
ro w'ed $10,000,000 more.

w as expended they were a t the end of 
their resources. 
The canal was not 
completed and no more private capital 
could be raised. 
The city of M anchester came to the 
rescue.

The canal was opened 
to tratiic several years ago and has 
done for M anchester all th a t its advo­ 
cates claimed for it.

Even elim inating the ship canal, Man­ 
chester easily occupies firs", place in 
England in the volume of its municipal 
work. It has constructed dwellings and | 
cottages for its laboring classes. It bus 
un extensive system of baths aud w ash­ 
houses. It owns three m unicipal ceme­ 
teries, w ith burial grounds set aside for 
members of the Church of England, 
Dissenters, Roman Catholics and Jews. 
M anchester owns and operates success­ 
fully an electric light and power gen­ 
erating plant. Its municipal gas works 
turn a large annual revenue into the 
city treasury. It owns $5,000,000 worth 
of m arkets, which are a large and 
steadily increasing source of revenue. 
Its departm ent for the scientific han­ 
dling and disposal of refuse is the most 
extensive in the world aud Las brought 
about a huge m anufacturing plant and 
a farm of 3,(ISI acres, the whole giv­ 
ing employment to an arm y of 2,500 
men. 
Its publicly owned and operated 
tram w ays rival those of Glasgow and 
excel those of the Scottish metropolis 
in some particulars. 
It has a well or­ 
ganized works departm ent which ex­ 
ecutes most of the tasks formerly let 
by contract, and it contem plates a tele­ 
phone system, which when installed

When M anchester decided to erect 
tenem ent 
houses 
her officials went 
about it in no half hearted way. There 
was a district iii Oldham road where 
death reaped an annual harvest of from 
50 to 80 out of every 1,0 0 0 who were J 
condemned to live there.

That is the proper way, but 


if it fails there will come a time when America's Money Despotism will 


wonder why it watched the course of affairs in Russia without learning a 


valuable lesson.
